Honoring the occasion of six con­ 
ventions meeting in this city from 
June 8-14. many residents and busi-j 
ness men will display American flags 
at their homes and in front of busi­ 
ness establishments.

At the national flag conference, 
held in Washington, several years ago, 
a flag code was agreed

adopted. 
In answer to a request by 
a reader of The News, printed pam­ 
phlets of this accepted etiquette of 
the stars and stripes were sent to The 
News for publication, from several 
other readers—one of 
whom 
was 
Jonathan Jacobs, of Ellwood. 
Here are some important points ol 
the code and local people who are 
planning to display their flags should 
abide bv these rules: 
1. When hanging with the stripes 
in a vertical position against the wall, 
the stars should be in the upper left 
hand corner. 
2. When the flag is displayed from 
a staff projecting horizontally or at 
an angle from the window sill, bal­ 
cony or front of building, the union, 
or blue field of the flag should go 
I clear to the peak of the staff unless 
the flag is a half-staff. 
3. When the flag is displayed in a 
manner other than by being flown 
from a staff, it should be displayed 
flat, whether indoors or out. 
When 
displayed either horizontally or ver­ 
tically against a wall, 
the 
union 


should be uppermost and to the flag’s 
own right, i. e., to the observer’s left. 
4. When the flag is displayed over 
the middle of the street, as between 
buildings, the flag should be suspend­ 
ed vertically with the union to the 
north, in an east or west street or to 
the east in a north and south street. 
5. When used in connection with 
the unveiling of a statue or monu­ 
ment, the flag should form a distinc­ 
tive feature during the ceremony; but 
the flag itself should never be used 
as a covering for a statue.

Maple Sugar Season 
Was Above Average; 
565,000 Trees Tapped 


H A RRISBURG. June в—The maple 
Fvrup arid su g ar season in 
P e n n ­ 
sylvania this year was one of the best 
in the past decade, according to the 
F ed eral-S tate Crop Reporting Service 
Pennsylvania D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture 
The season opened in January and 
continued an e v e r a g c of 4.7 weeks 
compared with the unusually short 
season of 2 6 weeks las* year. \\ eat 1e r 
conditions 
were 
rath er 
favorable 
th roughout and exceptionally good in 
M arch in most localities. I 
The num ber of trees tapped—565, - 
000-—was the same in 1930 -as in 1929 
b u t more th an twice as much sugar 
and almost three times 
as 
muen 
sirup was made 
According to the 
official estimates. 87,000 pounds of 
sugar and 224,000 ballons of 
sirup 
were made. In term s of sugar, 
the 
total production this year am ounted 
to 1,879,000 pounds compared witn 
723,000 pounds in 1929. The average 


production per tree 
this 
season — 
3.33 pounds—is one of the highest 
on records in the Com m onwealth and 
exceeds th at of any other state for 
the present year. Production per tree 
in other states is as follows: M assa­ 
chusetts, 2 80 pounds; New York, 2.60; 
New’ Ham pshire, 2.35; Ohio 2.47; W is­ 
consin, 2 27; Michigan 2.61. 
Since there was little rain or snow 
during th e season, the sap was 
re­ 
ported as very good and the quality 
of the product was placed at 96 com­ 
pared with 92 a year ago. Prices re­ 
ported for sugar were higher 
this 
vear th a n last but last year s crop 
of sirup, despite the lower quality, 
sold at about six cents more ped ga1- 
lon. This year, sugar 
averaged 
33 
cents per pound and sirup $2.08 per 
gallon, the reports indicate. 
Pennsylvania now stands fifth in 
i production of maple products being 
outranked in order nam ed, by Ver­ 
mont, New York. Ohio, and Michigan.
